with the killing. 
Both men had just 
arrived in Sunset from Bowie.

a revolver. 
Burnett’s 
parents live in Sunset. 
Stalworth 
was recently married and has been 
living in Sunset. 
Burnett has for a 
number of years been a well known 
character in Wise 
county, 
having 
figured in several criminal cases in 
our courts. 
At the last spring term 
of the district court he was convict­ 
ed of burglarizing a store in Park 
Springs. 
The 
juries assessed 
his 
punishment at 2 years in one case, 
and in another he was given 3 years 
in state prison. 
A recent ruling of 
the supreme court reversed one of 
the cases. 
In both cases 
Stalworth was 
a 
s ta te ’s witness, and it is said th a t 
the court experienced some trouble 
in getting Stalworth to appear as a 
witness against Burnett, fearing that 
B urnett would do him serious harm. 
A few days ago, states County Attor­ 
ney Burch, B urnett and Stalworth 
were in Decatur, and it is said that 
Burnett was endeavoring to get Stal­ 
worth to change 
his former 
testi­ 
mony under threat of being given a 
sound threshing. 
Stalworth was t a k ­ 
en before Attorney Ratliff and when 
B urnett 
suggested that 
Stalworth 
would discredit the testimony he had 
given in the former trials, Attorne> 
Ratliff immediately told him that he 
was paving a way to accompany Bur­ 
nett to the peniteniary, 
This advice 
of Attorney Ratliff blocked the pro­ 
gram and Burnett and Stalworth re­ 
turned to Sunset. 
It is 
supposed 
th at Stalworth, being awakened to 
the seriousness ot his contemplated 
“change of front” in Burnett’s favor 
angered Burnett and the killing re­ 
sulted. 
Burnett was 
a powerful 
young man physically, and it is said 
that he was feared by all his assoc- 
iates. 
B urnett’s parents are highly 
respected citizens of the Park Springs 
and Sunset communities.

Labor Journal Tells Hovy Workers at 
Brunswick Were Tricked Into 
Trouble, Then Sent to Pris­ 
on for Long Terms. 


Amsterdam.—Del Eli Is 
of 
the 
Ger­ 
man military authorities’ ruthless sup­ 
pression of an attempt at a general 
strike in all the munitions factories of 
Germany last August, no parti itll ars of 
w hich were allowed out of tim country 
at the time, are published in the Jour­ 
nal of the German Metal Workers. 
In Brunswick, which is the only dis­ 
trict 
particularized 
in the guarded 
story published bv the Journal, martial 
law was immediately put into force, 
and both male and female strikers 
were sentenced to imprisonment. 
“It 
will be a long time before labor iii 
Brunswick recovers from the wounds 
received,” says th*- writer of the arti­ 
cle. 
His account of the strike is in 
part sis follows : 
“The great international strike lias 
conn* to an end in Brunswick, aud the 
labor movement is richer by a very 
grievous experience. 
The strike was 
brought out by a few agitators, aud 
hail been in preparation for a long 
time. 
Conscription Methods Used. 
“The authorities in Brunswick in­ 
deed knew more about t Ke threatened 
strike than the leaders of Ova local 
trade unions, who were linable to take 
counter measures to protect tile work­ 
ing people. 
“The most unscrupulous met in als 
were used to persuade the workers to 
take part in tile strike. 
Rumors were 
put out to tile effect that the strike 
was for the purpose of putting an end 
to the control of food exercised by the 
authorities, also ilia! Jt was to exert 
pressure on the employers to grant de­ 
mands which had been put forward 
by tin* Metal Workers’ union. 
It was 
utao declared tluit not only in Ger­ 
many. but throughout the world, in 
London, Baris and Petrograd, w*ork 
was to come to a standstill in order to 
bring about peace, 
"‘I'iie number of persons out on 
strike in Brunswick tile first day was 
5,000. which was increased the next 
two days by female workers from the 
jam and spinning factories. 
"On the breaking out of the strike 
th** minister of the interior summoned 
th*- heads of the workman’s commit­ 
tees. 
They presented a series of de­ 
mands, including fair distribution of 
food, the eight-hour day, grant of right 
of Ire** assembly, introduction of equal 
direct voting, peace without annexa­ 
tion.-, or indemnities, permission to es­ 
tablish a labor journal and nonpunish- 
incur of participants in tile strike. 
“The minister would not discuss the 
demands. 
He stated that work must 
he resumed th** next morning (Friday) 
or lh** matter would he referred to tile 
military command, 
tie added ttint the 
working people would suffer heavily if, 
a git inst wiser counsels, they persisted 
in th** strike. 
The strikers voted to 
continue th** strike. 
“ A few h o u r s after this fateful d e c i ­ 
sion had been taken the orders of the 
military authorities were pasted up in 
the streets. These required that work 
should be resumed on Friday morning, 
in default of which sti'ict conditions of 
martial law would he introduced. 
Special Military Court. 
“The instigators of the strike were 
the first to return to work, while tile 
mass of the strikers gathered at their 
meeting place, where, however, the au­ 
thorities would allow no assembly to 
take place. 
“Meanwhile a special military court 
has been set up, working day and night. 
Tin* arrests and trials numbered more 
than a hundred and terms of impris­ 
onment up to ten months 
were im­ 
posed. 
Workers between the ages of 
seventeen and forty-eight who were 
subject 
to 
military 
service 
were 
brought under military control and 
were ordered to perform certain work, 
for which they would receive only mil­ 
itary pay. 
“In malty families the father or 
motlier-—in some, indeed, botti parents 
—had been condemned to long terms 
of imprisonment. 
We saw children in 
charge of grandparents, who mourned 
in common tile fate that had overtaken 
them suddenly. Everything that could 
be associated with the strikers was ad­ 
versely affected. 
The working people 
and their organizations suffered most 
severely. 
The negotiations ou eco­ 
nomic matters, which had been initi­ 
ated with the munitions firms with 
Hie co-operation of tile war office, have 
been suspended, and dissension bas 
been sown in the ranks of labor.’’

Before it is warm enough to do any 
outside gardening in the states where 
frost 
is 
found 
five 
months of tin* year, a 
small shallow box which 
may serve a> a window 
b«>\. in tin* summer may 
In* used* it the soil is for 
tiiized, the year round. 
In 
tit** winter pepper 
grass, lei luce, radishes, 
parsley chives and various herbs for 
seasoning may lie grown. 
A small tilt 
of the green Hut ail inch or two la 
height wull furnish a flavor for sand­ 
wiches. 
Tender 
pepper grass 
will 
soon reach four Inches in height and 
may he used in combination with other 
vegetables, the slight pungent flavor is 
especially appetizing iii early spring. 
Before the first leaf >of the dande­ 
lion puts forth its head, cover a patch 
of the plants with bourd*, so that tile 
crisp white leaves may 
be 
served 
fresh as a salad. 
Mint is an early arrival and may be 
hurried if in a sheltered sunny spot. 
A few of th** first green buds finely 
, minced and steeped in hot vinegar 
with a small amount of sugar Is a 
most delicious sauce to serve with 
lamb. 
Ii is also relished when chop­ 
ped ami added to lettuce and pepper 
grass with a little chopped green onion 
making a most refreshing salad. 
Watercress is another green Unit Is 
most wholesonv^k 
When one Is fortu­ 
nate enowgn to live 
near a 
brook 
wirer** it may he gathered often It 
should be a frequent salad. 
Served 
with a sprinkling of salt It is used as 
a 
garnish for chops, but combines 
well with other vegetables. The snap­ 
py little green is also a welcome addi­ 
tion to bread and butter sandwiches. 
Milk weed when it first comes up 
in the spring rivals asparagus ami the 
poke grown In the southern states Is 
aunt her welcome green vegetable. Sor­ 
rel. dock, mustard ami various other 
weeds mm all good wholesome greens. 
The marsh marigold or cowslip as 
well as the dandelion are favorite 
greens cooked until tender with a lit­ 
tle salt pork for flavor, or served well 
seasoned as any vegetable. The medi­ 
cinal value of .greens cannot be over­ 
estimated. 
They contain a growth 
determinant which is especially Im­ 
portant in a child’s diet.

TEMPTING DISHES. 


The parsnip is a most tasty dish 
and may be varied in several ways. 
If the sweet flavor 
is objectionable to 
any, the water may 
be 
removed 
dur­ 
ing 
the 
boiling 
adding fresh water, 
then drain, mash 
and 
season 
well 
with 
bulter, 
salt 
ii rid 
pepper. 
The 
seasoned parsnip may be dropped into 
fritter batter and fried, making a most 
delicious fritter. 
Carrot Loaf.—Take one cupful each 
of finely ground carrots, milk, bol 1***1 
l ice. ground peanuts, or six ounces of 
chopped round steak, one egg, one 
cupful of bread crumbs, a fourth of 
a cupful of rice water, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of minced pepper, three table­ 
spoonfuls of minced suet or pork, a 
tablespoonfuls of onion juice and one- 
half teaspoonful 
each 
of salt 
and 
mustard. 
Boil the carrots in rice wa­ 
ter for five minutes; cool. 
Add rice, 
peanuts, bread, milk, beaten egg and 
other ingredients; mix well, shape in­ 
to a loaf and bake 45 minutes. 
Tomato Sauce.—Take one pint of 
tomatoes, four tablespoonfuls of fat, 
a half an onion finely chopped, two 
tablespoonfuls of corn starch, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt, and one-eighth of 
a teaspoonful of pepper. 
Cook the 
onion and tomato ten minutes. Strain. 
Melt the fat, add tile flour and mix; 
add salt, pepper and tomato. 
Cook 
until It thickens. 
Creole Sauce.—Take one-fourth cup- 
f iii 
each of 
flour and 
mushrooms, 
two tabh'spooufuia of chopped onion, 
a fourth of a cupful of condensed to­ 
mato, seven ripe olives, a fourth of a 
cupful of butter and one and a half 
cupfuls of water. 
Cook the onion and 
butter in a double boiler 15 minutes; 
add 
water 
and 
strained 
tomatoes. 
Then add flour to butter and onion 
and stir all together. 
Let boil five 
minutes, then add the seasonings with 
salt and pepper. 
Serve cold. 
Fish 
Croquettes.—Take 
one 
and 
three-fourths cupfuls of fish, one cup­ 
ful of cream sauce arid one egg. 
Add 
th** sauce to the fish, then add season­ 
ings ; dip in crumbs, eggs and crumbs 
again; fry in deep fat and serve.

Some time ag** the workers at the 
Nancy depot of the American Fund for 
French Wounded took supplies and 
comfort l*ags to two of their fiehl am­ 
bulances. 
The gifts were greatly ap­ 
preciated ami on a return visit tile 
American workers ha*', the pleasure of 
seeing the wounded mea arrayed in 
some of their nicest pajamas and hos­ 
pital shirts, looking warm it rid com­ 
fortable. 
The doctors were loud in 
their praises and very grateful for tin* 
dressings and other tilings taken out, 
all of which were being used to good 
advantage. 
This small eulogy is merely a pre­ 
face that one may better understand 
the committee’s feelings when ail invi­ 
tation cam** from General D 
ask­ 
ing them to lunch at his headquarters, 
which are in a small village some four 
miles back of the lines in a quaint old 
farmhouse with a big courtyard iu 
front. 
Here the regimental band was 
drawn up to greet them with a fan­ 
fare on their arrival. They continued 
to play throughout lunch, music quite 
unlike the usual military music, for 
they 
us** 
th e ir 
native 
instruments, 
mostly wind and of wood, ami play 
weird, haunting melodies iii a minor 
key. 
There is a toiu-h of sadness in 
them and the call of the East as well. 
A Sheep Roasted Whole. 
After the Americans had been wel­ 
comed by the general aud his staff, 
luncheon was served, and a wonderful 
meal It was, for they introduced us to 
several native dishes, such as “kous- 
kous” and a whole roasted sheep that 
two soldiers carried around the table 
for the visitors to se** aud admire h**- 
fore it was cut up and served. 
An 
Arab cook had received twenty-four 
hours leave from the trenches to come 
and prepare it in t rue Arab fashion. 
’I'iie sweet was a work of art made by 
a “Poilu” who, in prewar days was the 
chef in a big pastry shop In Lyons. 
Flowers and fruit decked the table, 
and even menu cards were not lacking. 
In fact they were of especial interest, 
charming watercolor sketches of th** 
various types of French soldier, from 
the old Territorial down to the debo­ 
nair Polonia!. They were the work of 
one of the companies of this division 
and had been fighting for Fra nee sine** 
the first days of the war. 
After luncheon the Americans were 
invited to attend a musical review 
written by on** of th** officers. 
It was 
given iii a barracks at on** end of w hich 
the sing** was erected. Then came tin* 
orchestra, well filled with soldier m u­ 
sicians. a few chairs for the “honored 
g u ests" and a fte r th a t rows of benches. 
It \\as*a full house. The singing and 
acting wert* all done by the soldiers, 
and it was extraordinary how much 
talent and ability they displayed. 
Warm Praise for Americans. 
If tins especial soldier troupe should 
ever decide to tour the States our Mask 
and Wig and Hasty Pudding clubs 
would have to look to their laurels. In 
the last act a warm tribute was paid 
to the United States. 
They spoke not 
only of tile nephews Uncle Sam was 
sending to help win the fight for jus­ 
tice and right. Hut also of their Ameri­ 
can sisters who, since tile first days of 
war. have done so much to help lighten 
the h**avy load that France is bearing. 
The scene was the Statue of Liberty 
with several American soldiers stand­ 
ing guard. 
Only Liberty was such a 
tall goddess that her (or rather Hist) 
head was lost in the clouds and she 
(he) had to skip off her (his) pedestal 
to be seen. 
The general had invited ah the chil­ 
dren of the village to be present and 
they were installed on either side of 
the orchestra. 
The prefect and his 
family had provided a toy aud the 
American Fund for French Wounded a 
small American flag for each child. 
These were distributed during one of 
the entr'actes and it was a joy to 
watch the sea of happy little faces on 
•ll sides. 
After the performance the Americans 
returned to headquarters where a de­ 
licious tea awaited them. 
Then came 
goodbys and they left feeling they had 
had a very wonderful day and were 
Indeed 
fortunate 
to 
be 
numbered 
among the friends of this band of 
heroes.

Com!*!ne the mixtures as for muffins 
and bake 45 minutes in a moderato 
oven. 
Quaker Tea Cakes.—Take two cup­ 
fuls of quaker oats, one cupful of 
sugar, two eggs, slightly beaten, on* 
fourth of a cupful of any sweet fat, a 
teaspoonful of baking power and a tea­ 
spoonful of vanilla. Drop on a buttered 
pan an inch apart.

HOW TO CONSTRUCT RESERVOIRS 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Reservoirs built in the beds of 
Streams or other depressions 
are 
used mainly for irrigation pnrposes. 
The dam may be of earth, loose rock, 
timber, concrete, or masonry, or com­ 
bination- of two or more of these. 
However, -iinee on the large majority of 
sites earl it is the most abundant and 
cheapest material available, it has 
been used chiefly. The percentage of 
failure of lams of this type has been 
large. 
The main causes have been 
(1) faulty and inadequate wnsteways, 
(2) porous earthen embankments not 
p r o p e r ly compacted, and (3 ) insecure 
foundation.!. 
Examination for Foundation. 
When ti e location for the dam has 
been decided upon a careful examina­ 
tion of th foundation should be made. 
Test pits should be sank at intervals 
across the stream bed or depression, 


monly used method of building earthen Organizations That Make County

In making ase of - this 
method an ample supply of water is 
necessary. What Is called the “cutting 
stream” is under high pressure from 
60 to IOO pounds per square Inch.

In any event, all 
shrubbery, sod, and decayed vegetable 
m atter Should be cleared away be­ 
fore tho dam is begun. 
In the bet­ 
ter class of such dams a narrow trench 
Is dug beneath the center of the em­ 
bankment down to bedrock or other 
good material and a wall of concrete, 
known as a rim core wall, Is built 
therein. 
This wall projects above the 
surface and serves a purpose similar 
to a tongue in grooved-and-tongued 
lumber Joints. A clay puddle may be 
>stitilted where a concrete core wall 
l l th£ rim would prove too ex- 
>enslve. 
In this case a much wider 
"trench should be dug, filled with the 
Jbest material available, and carefully 
puddled and rammed. 
Packing Materials. 
In building a reservoir embankment 
of earth many farm ers and not a few 
engineers fail to understand the differ­ 
ence between an embankm ent capa­ 
ble of withstanding a load such as is 
■placed upon It by the passage of a 
locomotive and one compact and stable 
enough to hold water. In highway and 
railroad fills little, if any, attention is 
'paid to packing materials, but in the 
(c a se of earth fills to retain water, 
p ack in g is necessary. 
Experience has 
ih o w n that one of the best ways to 
•pack ordinary dirt which does not con­ 
tain too much clay is to dump it into 
w a te r qnd let nature do the packing.

Idea* Outlined in Guide Recently Pub­ 
lished by Agricultural Department 
Adapted to Various Condi­ 
tions. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
The counties which have been most 
active In co-operating with their coun­ 
ty agents are, with rare exceptions* 
the ones which are reaping the great­ 
est benefits from their services. 
Ex­ 
perience shows that hstp and advice 
of the farmers themselves are neces­ 
sary to the success of county agent 
work, and the support of both rural 
and urban population Is needed. The 
means of securing this local support 
whicL has been found most effective 
In the extension work in the northern 
and western states, officials of the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture say, Is to establish a county or­ 
ganization usually known as a “farm 
bureau.” in a guide recently pub­ 
lished by the department and known 
as “Handbook of Farm Bureau Organi­ 
sation 
for 
County 
Agricultural 
Agents,” detailed suggestions are giv- 
en for forming such an organization. 
The plan outlined can be adapted read­ 
ily to the various conditions of differ­ 
ent counties. 
It may be established 
in counties having inefficient organiza­ 
tions, In counties contemplating the 
employment of an agent, and in places 
where the agent is now unsupported 
by a local county organization. 
Functions of Organization. 
Tho chief functions at a county sr* 
ga Dilation, as outlined ta the hand­ 
book are: 
1. To co-ordinate the efforts of ex­ 
isting local agricultural forces, either 
organized or unorganised, and to or* 
ga nice new linos of effort. It does not 
supplant any existing organisations or 
compete with them, but establishes a 
clearing house through which nil may 
increase their efficiency without in any 
way surrendering their individuality. 
2. To bring to the agent the coun­ 
sel and co-operation of the best farm­ 
ers In the county In planning and exe­ 
cuting an agricultural improvement 
program. 
3. To furnish the necessary local 
machinery for 
easily and 
quickly 
reaching every community in the coun­ 
ty with information of value to that 
community or to the county as a 
whole. 
4. To encourage self-help through 
developing and exercising leadership 
In the rural affairs of each community. 
5. To reveal to all the people of the 
county the agricultural possibilities of 
the county and how they may he real­ 
ized.

At Pennsylvania it was found 
that an application of six tons per 
acre gave a return of $3.29 per ton as 
compared with $2.29 per ton when ten 
tons per acre were used. This Is a dol­ 
lar a ton in favor of the lighter appli­ 
cation. 
At the sam e rate the farm er 
who has a hundred tons of manure to 
spread can save nearly enough to pay 
for his manure spreader. Hand spread­ 
ing could hardly put manure on at the 
i ra te of six tons.

O ther work has shown an 
actually smaller yield with a large 
am ount than with a smaller amount of 
m anure.
